‘“ History of Greek Literature ” in 1897. 
Professor Murray has devoted his entire 
academic life to the wider diffusion of a 
knowledge of that literature, and the 
translations of the plays have been 
fittingly crowned by his study of Aristo- 
phanes, which was published in 1933. It 
is not as a scholar only that Professor 
Murray is well known; he is familiar also 
for his work on behalf of the League of 
Nations. He has been Chairman of the 
League of Nations Union since 1923, and 
President of the International. Committee 
for Intellectual Co-operation since 1928. 
These activities will continue. 


Intellectual “ Sanctions”’ 


While Italian music and _ literature 
have not been subjected to ‘ sanctions ”' 
by other countries Italy has imposed 
‘ counter-sanctions ” upon artistic pro- 
ilucts of nationals from League countries. 
These counter-measures have been ex- 
tended even to football; but it is inte- 
resting to note that exceptions have been 
inade of the works of Shakespeare and 
Bernard Shaw. France is to be per- 
mitted to provide Italy with a limited 
quantity of music is symphonic form, and 
a French conductor may be permitted to 
take an. Italian orchestra for a per- 
formance. No Russian or British con- 
ductors, or music from these countries. 
are to be permitted. An exception is 
made of Bernard Shaw, because he, “ the 
most brilliant and anti-British of living 
British dramatists,’’ and Shakespeare is 
permitted because “he was an Eliza- 
bethan son of the Italian Renaissance and 
belongs to humanity.’’ With this Italian 
precedent the day is probably not too far 
distant when art also will be subjected to 
tariffs and quotas, and be the subject of 
negotiations between the heads of States. 
It looks, indeed, as if the days when art 
was regarded as being truly cosmopolitan 
are strictly numbered.

Claude Rains Re-Appears 


From Our Cinema CORRESPONDENT. 


MONG the most attractive of the 
Edgar Wallace stories, I have 
always thought, are those which deal with 
the British administrative’ officers in 
Africa. His “ thrillers,” by which he 
made his name, are exciting enough, but 
there is an air of almost mechanical 
efficiency about them. The figures per- 
form the most remarkable _ movements, 
but one hesitates to believe that they are 
really alive, or that their adventures are 
taking place in a real world. There is 
never any doubt, however, about Sanders, 
Bones,’’ and their companions. They 
are creatures of flesh and blood, and their 
efforts to maintain the British régime in 
& country where the inhabitants are 
sometimes hostile and always childlike 
have the stamp of reality about them. 
Seldom, one imagines, have the humours 
and dangers of the colonial officer’s life 
been better described. 

‘ Sanders of the River,” which is being 
shown this week at the Theatre Royal, 
is a film-version of one of these stories, 
and it keeps much of the original 
spirit. One gets, at all events, the 
same feeling of a savage, irrepres- 
sible country, kept in control by a 
single strong will. The natives are not 
so much rebels as schoolboys. They 
do not dislike the control—recognising 
half-consciously that it is for their good— 
but the class becomes a bear-garden at 
soon as the master’s back is turned. 
Sanders goes off on leave, and immediatelv 
the chiefs are at one another’s throat. 
He returns hurriedly for a moment, 
restores order, and appoints the bad boy 
of the class—Bosambo—to be head prefect 
in his absence. The value of this tech- 
nique has been proved by generations of 
schoolmasters, and I am quite prepared to 
believe that it works well in Africa too. 
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A ‘Fine Performance 


A/ HERE it keeps to the original story, 
‘Sanders of the River” is very 
ood and quite convineing. Leslie Banks 
is excellent as the impassive Sanders, and 
it is not his fault if he is overshadowed 
by the greater figure of Paul Robeson. 
Robeson, the finest living negro actor, 
becomes really a child of Africa in this 
film. As Bosambo, he plays a character 
in which humour, innocence, low cunning 


and common-sense are all strangely 
blended, and he certainly makes it 
live. This ‘‘real’’ atmosphere is 


strengthened by the well-presented scenes 
of native life, and yet it is weakened again 
by one or two very bad faults in the pro- 
duction. I could forgive the American 
accent of Nina Mae McKinney, though it 
sounded odd enough in its surroundings ; 
but it is hard to forget the inanity of the 
songs. Why did the producer give way to 
the temptation of using Robeson’s splendid 
voice in a story where music had no place ; 
or, having done so, why did he not give 
him sgmething better to sing? The film 
closes with a scene in which the natives 
sing about the strength and wisdom of 
Sanders, which, I suppose, is quite natural. 
I refuse to believe, however, that they 


would copy Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s 
style so closely as to sing, ‘‘ Each for all, 
and all for each, until we reach our 


journey’s end.’’ These lapses go some way 
to spoil the film. 
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An Adventurous Film 
OR anyone who likes a touch of adven- 
ture at the cinema ‘‘ The Last Out- 


post ” can be recommended without any. 


reserve. This film is being shown at the 
Stephen’s Green Cinema, and even the 
fact that it makes plentiful use of the 
eternal triangle’’ is not to be held 
against it. Claude Rains, in “ The Last 
Outpost,” is a British Intelligence Officer 
who shows ‘amazing resource in rescuing 
the natives of Kurdistan from an invasion 
of enemy tribesmen during the War. In 
the course of this adventure—which is al- 
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most. exciting enough in itself to make a 
film—he saves Gary Grant, but the latter 
is unfortunate enough to fall in love with 
his wife without knowing who she is. The 
wronged husband, beside himself in his 
wish for. revenge, tracks down Gary 
Grant again, and finds him again be- 
leagured. The final turns of the plot 
should not be described here, and it is 
enough to say that the whole film is very 
good of its kind. It reminds me very 
much of “The. Lost Patrol,’ in which 
Victor McLaglen appeared with such 
effect about a year ago. 
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LAUDE RAINS and Gary Grant are 
both excellent, and so is Gertrude 
Michael, whose name seems unfamiliar. 
Incidentally, one may notice that Rains 
is either very lucky in his films, or is 
being used very intelligently by the pro- 
ducers. He appeared first in “The In- 
visible Man,” and even then it could he

Scoundrel ’’~a most surprising film. 
Attracted by the name of Noel Coward, 
I went to it prepared for epigrams and 
light comedy, and these, indeed, came in 
due course. Noel Coward (in person) 
appears as the kind of young man to 
whom both his own and Mr, Lonsdale’s 
plays have introduced us already. He is 
a witty and cynical young man, only 
slightly more unpleasant than the witty 
‘an cynical people around him; he is 
quite unlovable, but most amusing. Into 
this hard-boiled company there arrives a 
young and innocent girl, falls in love with 
Mr. Coward, and throws over her young 
man in his favour. It is not hard to see 
what will happen next. Mr. Coward 
with all the gaiety of his kind, toys with 
the poor girl’s affections. and then shows 
signs of wanting to leave her, as he has 
light-heartedly left all the others. What 
next? Well, of course, either the girl will 
go back to her young .man (having learnt 
the lesson that kind hearts are more than 
epigrams), or else Mr, Coward, hardened 
campaigner as he ‘is, will find that there 
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really is such a thing as’ True love, and 
will marry her.

Mr. Coward has 
been killed in an aeroplane accident. 


Just after he was dead a voice told him 


that everybody disliked him intensely 
because of his evil ways, and that, for 
lack of mourners, he would be compelled 
to haunt the earth for ever, finding no 
peace. .

When curate of Clontarf Mr, Tyndall was 
for three years Hon. Secretary of the 
Diocesan Church Music Committee, and was 
mstrumental in organising several hymn fes 
tivals for the stimulation of congregational 
Minor Canon 


singing. He was also a oi 
Christ Church Cathedral. 
During hig work in Enniscorthy Mr. 


Tyndall became a member of the Diocesan 
Council, a member of the General Synod. 
Hon. Secretary of the Diocesan Board of 
Missions, Hon. Secretary of the Choral Fes 
tival Committee, a Governor of the Board 
of Education, and also of the Tate School, 
Wexford. In this period also he was respon- 
sible for the carrying out of considerable 
improvements, the most notable being the 
entire renovation of the Church Institute and 
the re-decoration and renovation of the 
famous old organ of 8... Mary's Church. He 
has taken a particular interest in the activi- 
ties of the younger people of the parish, but 
his greatest work hee heen in connection 
with the Church Missions. Mr. Tyndall was 
a grand-nephew of the late Mr. George 
Griffiths, who compiled the work, ‘Chronicles 
of the County Wexford,”’ and is a kinsman 
of the late Professor Tyndall, the celebrated 
man of science.

My prar Cuartes,—In case you are 
anable to ia he here, but propose to 
come over iater by yourself, let me give 
you a word of advice. Being one of these 
comfortably-minded persons, you’ will 
probably stay in) first-class hotels, and 
you will almost ¢ertainly discover that it 
is not the thing |to tip; in fact, a pro- 
hibition to that Ean may-be printed on 
the card containing the number of your 
bedroom. But to this rule there is an ex- 
coption—and that exception is the case of 
the hall porter, who is a resplendent in- 
dividual in uniform, generally to be 
found behind, or beside, the reception 
desk. Him you do tip, either at the end 
of your stay or at ok intervals as seem 
good to you; and the recognised sum is 
either a mark or fifty pfennigs for every 
night of your stay, according to whether 
he has done a good deal of work for you 
or not so much. 

Do not grumble at this exceedingly 
mild imposition jin a land where tipping 
Is otherwise virtually non-existent; for 
that porter will be a tower of strength to 
you if you find yourself in need. Per- 
haps you will have to eatch an aeroplane 
at six o’clock in the morning: tell the 
porter at night, and he will see that you 
are called at four-thirty. He will know 
what is on at every theatre and picture- 
house; if you have a liking for the more 
direct diversions, he will tell you the best 
cabarets and the best beer-houses : if, by 
some rare chance, he cannot talk with 
you in English, it will be only a matter 
of seconds before he has unearthed some- 
body who can. Throughout Germany he 
is the foreigner’s guide, philosopher and 
friend. 


For. All Comers 


I have now paid two visits to Germany. 
On one occasion (being the-guest of the 
State Railways) I travelled in the com- 
pletest luxury—first-class hotels, first- 
class railway carriages, omnibuses, aero- 
planes, and the whole thing organised to 
a pitch of excellence that I never hope to 
enjoy again. On the other occasion I had 
to do my holiday on the cheap, and very 
soon discovered that the visitor to Ger- 
many need not be worried about a limited 
pocket. I put up at hotels that cost me 
two marks fifty (less than half-a-crown 


rat the then rate of registered marks) for 


bed and breakfast, and obtained for the 
outlay a scrupulously clean room with a 
comfortable bed (once I had got used to 
the fact that in Germany you sleep under 
a mattress).  [ travelled third class. 
The prospect was rather formidable at 


first, because third-class carriages in 
Germany have no cushions, but the 


wooden seats are so formed that they fit 
comfortably to one’s contours, and I am 
by no means certain that spotlessly clean 
wooden seats are not preferable to the 
dusty piles of railway carriages in Ire- 
land and England. So do not be put off 
your holiday by any worry about your 
purse. 

What else have I to tell you? Where 
to go when you get there—is that it? It 
depends, of course, on your tastes. If you 
like large, spacious cities, with multi- 
tudes of monuments and everything that 
a capital city ought to have, Berlin will 
be your mark. If you want a friendly 
atmosphere and a good time generally, 


| with lots of beer, Munich is your mark— 


or Disseldorf. Be you romantic: then 
try Nurnberg. But I have enjoved mysclf 
everywhere—at Bonn, Dresden, Hamburg ; 
and so, I think, will you. If you want a 
rough and readv programme, I suggest 
that the best thing is to move about, 
studying the new Germany, by day, and 
when darkness falls go along and enjoy 
vourself as the Germans do and have done 
for centuries past. 


Faux Pas 


There are a few things, of course, which, 
in the conventional phrase, take getting 
used to. The first time I went into a 
cinema here—in Hamburg it was, and 
the picture was a Paramount one with 
German captions—I lighted up a ciga- 
rette and prepared to take my ease. I 
first began to suspect that something was 
wrong when a whispering broke out 
among the audience, and my _ suspicion 
was confirmed when an attendant came 
along and broke into a torrent of Ger- 
man. Realising that I had no idea what 
she was talking about, she proceeded to 
jab her finger in the direction of my 
cigarette, and thus I learnt that smoking 
is forbidden in German cinemas—as, 
indeed, in the cinemas of every country 
except the Irish Free State and the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. It is also as well to 
familiarise yourself with the Hitler 
salute, not that you are expected to give 
it; I gather, indeed, that they do not 
like the salute from foreigners. But it is 
somewhat unnerving, when you ask a 
policeman the way to some street or 
other, to be met by a flap of the hand 
which makes every reflex in you leap to 
action. 

But these little points and any others 
that may exist are quickly learned. You 
will find, as I have remarked before, that 
the authorities and the people generally 
are very courteous to foreigners, and will 
put themselves to trouble to make you 
enjoy yourself. And, talking about 
trouble, I have just heard the latest about 
the Olympic Winter Games. Some colossal 
number of waterproofs (either a hundred 
thousand or half a million) has been 
ordered, and one will be served out to 
every visitor to the Games—just in case 
it rains. Contemplate it. 

I am slipping out now to a variety show 
The porter has obtained tickets for me. 
and has also provided me with a littl» 
map, carefully marked, to prevent any 
possibility of my losing my way. Just 
another example of efficiency.—Yours.,

be requested to consider the establish- 

ment of a Joint Water Board, con- 
sisting of members of the Dublin Corporation, 
the Dun Laoghaire Borough Corporation, and 
the County Council, with a view to regulating 
the supply and control of water to Dun 
Laoghaire Borough and its strrourding area,” 
was the motion proposed by Mr. William 
Rollins and seconded by Mr. J. P. Dooge, 
and adopted unanimously by the Dun 
Laoghaire Corporation last night. 

Mr. Rollins said that he was not con- 
cerned with the Dublin boundary or the Com- 
mission which was sitting at present, but 
was concerned with.the position of the people 
of the county at large. Only they who sat 
on & public board could realise what was 
going to happenin the near future owing to 
the water difficulty—the threat of disease for 
want of water. They saw it already in over- 
taxed hospitals. And if that threat was 
making itself felt already, what was it going 
to be like during a scorching summer? They 
were threatened at the moment with a fifty 
per cent. reduction in the public supply to 
the Dun Laoghaire area. But water belonged 
to nobody, and it should be a national 
question, He was not asking for the con- 
fiscation of anything belonging to the Dublin 
Corporation, but they were contractors to the 
Dun Laoghaire Council, and they had a duty 
to perform. Unfortunately, their duty, 
according to their own opinion, lay to the 
people of the City of Dublin first, and Dun 
Laoghaire came next. That was no guarantee 
for the near future. There was no use Jook- 
ing for a million pounds to construct houses 
in Dublin, or anywhere else, without a gallon 
of water to supply them. i 

What would eventually happen, Mr. Rollins 
suggested, was that unemployment in Dublin 
Citv and County would increase by fifty per 
cent. owing to the want of water; for build- 
ing operations would be completely held up 
and no one would buy a house in the area. 
He believed that the only solution to the 
problem was co-ordination between the three 
bodies—Dublin Corporation. Dublin County 
Council and Dun Laoghaire Corporation. They 
badly needed a water board that would look 
fifty vears ahead. Sir John Grav could Jook 
sixty-five years ahead, but the Dublin Cor- 
poration could not look six months in front 
of them.

WILLING TO PAY 


Thev in Dun Laoghaire were willing to pay 
for their supply, and it was no compliment 
to anyone to give it to them. ‘The water 
question could provide work for thousands 
of people, and here they were faced with a 
reduction in their supply while Roundwood 
was bursting its banks. He believed that the 
Minister was most anxious to solve both un- 
employment and housing problems, and they 
would not be worth their salt as public re- 
presentatives if they did not make an outcry. 
He believed the Commission was honest, but 
the Corporation was lying dormant for the 
last thirty years, and at their doors Jay the 
responsibility. 

Mr. P. Fitzgerald complained that a large 
quantity of water was béing used for wash- 
ing cars, and held that people should not 
he given an unlimited supply for that pur- 
pose. 

Mr. T. Delaney said that he believed that 
if the whole position was discussed in a 
friendly manner a friendly settlement would 
be a comparatively easv matter. 

A motion by Mrs. J. Butler to re-name the 
streets of Dun Laoghaire Borough after pro- 
minent Irishmen was withdrawn, it being 
explained hy the Law Agent that this pro- 
cedure was governed by the Public Health 
Acts (Amendment Act), 1607, and would re- 
qnire the consent of the ratepayers in each 
street. 

The Council tenderéd. svmpathy to the rela- 
tives of the late Mr, J. P. Condon, Dalkey. 


HOUSING SCHEME 


Moving that the Borongh Manager be 
requested to acquire immediately Dr. 
Wright’s field at Dalkey for the erection of 
houses under the Housing of the Working 
Classes Act, Mr. G. Dixon said that he 
thought something should be done to get 
the ex-Service Men’s Trust and the ex-Service 
men’s committee locally to get together and 
make a start on the site. 

The Law Agent informed the meeting 
that he understood the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Land Trust were still in negotiation with the 
Government. He believed that the negotia- 
tions were very near a successful conclu- 
sion. 

Seconding the motion, Mr, W. Rollins said 
that the Corporation had made more pro- 
vision for the ex-Service men than the Trust 
had. If the Trust stood in the interest of 
the ex-Service men, it was their duty to 
build on the site which they had acquired 
as far back as 1932. If they were any good. 
they would hand the site over to the Cor- 
poration. 

An amendment, proposed by Mr. Dooge. 
directing the Corporation to ascertain from 
the Trust the cause of the delay in building 
and informing them\that if operations were 
not begun within six months the Council 
would take over the site and apply it to 
housing, was finally adopted.

MEET 


TO ORGANISE GRAIN-

At a meeting ot the Beet Growers of 
Fermoy and surrounding districts held here 
this evening there was.a big attendance of 
farmers, . 

Mr. Patrick Joyce, who presided, said that 
the growerss~had many grievances, and 
whether these were 1eal r imaginary the 
only way to rectify them wis to bring them 
to the notice of the meeting. 

Mr. O'Donoghue, Carlow, reviewed the 
working of the Beet Growers’ Association, 
which they started, he said, in a difficult 
period, politically and otherwise difficult, 
and in it they had members of every political 
belief, but all worked in unison for the 
common good. The work in the beginning 
was very laborious, but they reached a stage 
where they made their operations as fruitful 
as possible. There was a certain amount of 
friction between the factory and the growers’ 
representatives, but this was overcome and 
their rights had to be conceded by the 
management. At times it was even necessary 
to approach the heads of the Governments, 
and both the present Minister of Agriculture 
and the ex-Minister had given them assistance 
in every reasonable way to attain their pre- 
sent position. Their rules provided for an 
extension to many branches of the agricul- 
tural industry, and it was their earnest hope 
to so extend, especially to grain growing. 

; It was their intention, after supplying the 
home requirements with beet pulp, to apply 
for a licence for its export. 

Mr. Fahy, General Secretary, detailed the 
working of the Association. [Last year, he 
said, they had ‘several disputes with the 
factory as to the price for beet, .which was 
eventually fixed at 37s. 6d. per ton flat rate, 
which was more advantageous than payment 
by sugar content. Seventy per cent. of the 
beet growers, he said, were members of the 
organisation, and they would not be satisfied 
until they got in all.

WASHINGTON, Monday: 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT this after- 
noon astonished Washington by 
taking yet another dramatic step in the 
attempts the administration is making to 
counter the decisions of the Supreme 
Court. He recommended that Congress 
should ‘‘ promptly repeal the Bankhead 
Compulsory Cotton Act, the Kerr Smith 
Tobacco Act, and the Potato Act of 1935.’’ 
In Washington it is believed that the 
President’s step is possibly linked with 
the administration’s efforts to find a farm 
plan capable of replacing the condemned 
legislation. 

The Washington Supreme Court con- 
cluded delivering its opinions to-day with- 
out making any decision on the Tennessee 
Valley Authority, which cannot now be 
made known until Monday next at the 
earliest. 

The President’s message to Congress 
was very brief and declared: “ This re- 
commendation is made because of the 
termination of the programme of agricul- 
tural adjustment to which the three Acts 
are auxiliary,” 

The Bankhead Cotton Act is now being 


tested before the Supreme Court. 


It was in January that the United 
States Supreme Court’s ruling destroyed 
both the original Agricultural Adjustment 
Act and the amended Act. The U.S. 
Attorney-General last week stated that 
the -tax programme to provide funds 
for the new farm plan would be sent to 
Congress within a week.

The Times observes in an editorial 
article to-day:—The early weeks of the 
year are those that. normally, through the 
discussion of the estimates in Parliament, 


call public attention to the state of the 


services. This year that question will 
figure more prominently than it has for a 
generation. It is bound, indeed, to be the 
outstanding feature of the session. We, 
as a people, postponed our own rearma- 
ment until it was no longer possible to 
hope that other countries would desist 
from the race already begun. If we now 
unwillingly see the necessity of hastening 


our steps, it is still with a reasoned aim!’ 


peace as its goal. The 
rearmament which the overwhelming 
majority of the Bri’ ‘i: public now 
approve is constructive rearmament—that 
is to say, rearmanient adopted in support 
of a progressive and determined League 
policy. If the V.eague is to be the means 
of political settlement, it needs to have 
practical resources at its back. 

The measures actually required, adds 
The Times, to secure an organised defence 
plan to which all the services are con- 
tributory need be neither grandiose nor 
elaborate. The step to be taken may not 
be the last step, but it should be a step 
in the right directicn—one that will not 
have to be retraced. The guiding principle 
is wholeness. To see the problem and deal 
with it as a whole there must be freedom 
from sectional cares and from sec- 
tional ties. It. must be approached 
without distraction of time and with 
detachment of view. The more honest 
a man is, the more he realises his sus- 
ceptibility to bias. Freedom from all 
bias is an ideal not easy to attain, but 
we can go a long way towards it if we 
remove the material ties which hinder a 
man in freeing himself from it. So long 
as he has a reasoning mind, not over- 
swayed by sentiment, many a man can 
rise above the limits of his sectional 
training if he is sure that he will not 
suffer for it. And the more time he can 
devote to the broader issue, the more 
likely he is to see it broadly. 

Hence the foundation of an effort to 
deal with defence as a whole must be the 
formation of a combined staff. That staff 
must have a whole-time head, who will 
also be Chairman of the Chiefs o” Staff 
Committee. There seems to be general 
agreement that he should be a civilian 
to ensure an impartiality greater 
than could be expected of, or at least 
would be conceded to, an officer hitherto 
connected with a single service. A broad 
view, a judicial mind, and a progressive 
spirit are the combined qualifications to be 
looked for in filling the post. Whole- 
time attention to the problem would soon 
give such a man a better grasp of the 
basic qualities of each of the Services 
than a man whose professional experience 
is confined to one Service is likely to 
possess of the other two. Enlightened by 
the detached studies made by his staff, 
such a civilian head would be able to pre- 
side over the discussions of Chiefs of Staff 
and revoncile their natural divergences of 
opinion more effectively than has been 
possible for a Prime Minister diverted by 
other calls and weighed down by a multi- 
tude of cares.

SMITHFIELD MEAT

By a unanimous vote the men on strike 
at Smithfield Meat Market, London, last 
night decided not to return to work. The 
strike is an unofficial move for a wage 
increase by workers dealing with the sup- 
plies of meat to the wholesale and retail 
dealers that supply London. 

The men will hold a meeting at mid-day 
to-day to discuss further developments. 

As a result of last night’s decision it 
is feared that London’s meat supplies will 
be seriously jeopardised. 

Mr. Ernest Bevin, General Secretary -of 
the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, advised the men to return to work 
pending negotiations. 

Shortly after midnight one hundred 


workers formed themselves into pickets to 


prevent any meat from being brought into 
the market. Within an hour the night 
shifts in several premises adjoining the 
market had decided to stop work in 
sympathy, but work was continned in 
other premises.

7 Dublin Corporation is to meet the 

Minister for Industry and Commerce: 
on Saturday next to consider matters in 
connection with the hydro-electric scheme 
on the River Liffey. 

At a meeting of the Dublin Corporation 
last night a report was received from the 
General Purposes Committee recommend- 
ing that the City Council proceed 
immediately and independently for a 
water supply from the Liffey valley. 

The report stated that the members had 
under consideration the report of the 
Borough Surveyor, and this revealed that 
the situation was one of acute gravity, 
end at the same time indicated the 
measures which had been taken to cope 
with the emergency. Such steps must, 
however, in the opinion of the Committee, 
be regarded as purely of a. temporary 
character, and they could not be deemed 
to be of a sufficiently satisfactory nature 
to warrant further delay in coming to a 
decision as to the permanent improve- 
ment of the city’s water supply. 


MINISTER TO RECEIVE 
DEPUTATION 


The City Manager (Mr. Gerald J. 
Sherlock) said that when he had received 
the recommendation asking, that the 
Council proceed with an independent 
water supply he took up the matter with 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
who had been requested to receive a 
deputation from the members of the 
Council on the matter. He had received 
that evening a reply to the effect that the 
Minister would be pleased to receive the 
deputation on Saturday next at 11 a.m. 
at Government Buildings. 

In view of that it would, in his (Mr. 
Sherlock’s) opinion, be highly undesirable 
to proceed with a resolution for the con- 
struction of an independent water supply. 
That water supply could only be got in 
the valley of the River Liffey. It would 
be, in his opinion, completely contrary 
to public policy for two public bodies to 
construct two independent reservoirs in 
the one river, as the Corporation in its 
efforts to proceed with an independent 
supply must have the support and 
authority of the Government to obtain 
the passing of the necessary legislation 
and subsequently of the Local Govern- 
ment Department in the matter of raising 
money. Complications of various kinds 
would ensue, and, apart from anything 
else, it would be hopeless to proceed now 
with the resolution. It would 
losing an enormous amount of time. 


COMMON-SENSE 


There was only one condition in which 
the Corporation would be justified in that, 
and that was if the Government decided 
that the Liffey valley would not be utilised 
by them for hydro-electric power produc- 
tion. They had a chance of ascertaining 
the standing of the Government in the 
matter, and he thought that it was only 
common-sense to postpone any decision on 
the matter until they had seen the 
Minister. There were, in addition, other 
aspects of that water problem. The 
immediate problem was to preserve the 
water supply during the coming summer ; 
the. other was its ultimate solution in a 
permanent way, while the third was the 
preservation of the ownership by the Cor- 
poration of the waterworks undertaking, 
in respect of which efforts were now 
being made to take the undertaking 
from the hands and ownership of the 
citizens and entrust it to an outside body. 
That would be a grievance and injustice 
to the ratepayers. The Corporation water- 
works had been constructed solely at the 
expense of the citizens of Dublin. For 
the first nine years of the undertaking 
the ratepayers paid Is. ód. in the £ with- 
out getting a drop of water, and for many 
years subsequently they had paid high 
rates. Now other parties came in and 
wanted to share the ownership of the 
water supply. 

The City Manager said that no con- 
sideration of money should be allowed to 


‘stand in the way of ensuring the con- 


tinuity of a water supply to the citizens. 
It was decided that the decision and 
recommendations of the General Purposes 
Committee be deferred pending the inter- 
view between the Minister and the 
members of the City Council already 
deputed to confer on that matter. 


A SPECIAL COMMITTEE 

On the suggestion of the City Manager, 
a motion was proposed by Mr, Cogan, 
seconded by Alderman Clark, and adopted, 
which provided for the setting up of a 
special committee to assist in respect of 
the immediate improvement of the water 
supply temporarily ; the development con- 
nected with a permanent scheme, as well 
as safeguarding the interests of the 
citizens. in regard to their waterworks 
undertakings,

PROPAGANDA 

German propaganda, working through

be the turn of Prince Paul of Yugoslavia 
to give reassurances regarding any small 
clouds on the horizon. There is not a 
ripple between Paris and Prague. 

Austrian independence is regarded here 
as the corner-stone of peace in Central 
Europe and a bulwark against the 
“ Drang Nach Osten,’’ and as such it is 
the pivot of the Paris talks. Prince 
Starhemberg, according to well-informed 
Austrian quarters, will repeat to M. 
Flandin what he said to Mr. Eden. 

The majority of the Austrian people 
desire the return of Archduke Otto as the 
surest defence of Austrian independence 
against Communism, Fascism and Pan- 
Germanism. But the Austrian Govern- 
ment has no intention of embarrassing 
Europe by raising the question now.

BELFAST, AMonday. 
N earnest plea for better’ relations 
A among all parties in Belfast, and a 
discontinuance of disturbances and 
malicious “injuries was made at the Belfast 
Corpofatiil, to-day. 

Alderman, Pierée, when the minutes of the 
Finance Conimittee “were being “considered, 
said that they contained an item of £42,900 
education levy, £43,059 for outdoor relief, 
and £25,000 for malicious injuries. The rate- 
payers,: he-said. were being asked to pay a 
total of £110,000, and not one item of work 
had been done. for the money. It was a 
serious matter for the ratepayers. He hoped 
that the time would come in Belfast when 
the people would look upon one another as 
brothers, and when an employer bringing his 
men to a job would be able to do so without 
having to ask the police if it was safe. 
That experience happened to himself, and, as 
a Protestant, he said, such conduct in a 
Protestant city like Belfast was a disgrace 
to civilisation. He read in the Press that a 
man at a public meeting advised employers 
not to employ men of a certain religion, and 
that they as an organisation would make 
efforts to see that employment of people of 
a certain religion was stopped by employers 
in Ulster. 

“GOING BACK” 

“I say that Ulster is going back so long as 
those who claim to be the administrators of 
the province do not take firm action and 
stop this Continental and American form of 
cunmanship and gangsterdom.”’ 
~ It was only Jow, ignorant blackguards who 
indulged im this kind of talk, he said, and 
then they screened behind religion. It was 
not religion, and it was up to all decent rate- 
payers who believed in religion to stand out 
against at, and if they did that the Govern- 
ment would get to work and clear out these 
disturbers in two hours. Then the rate- 
payers would not be called upon to spend 
their hard-earned money in this way. “' Let 
us take up the cudgels at once and end this 
thing. Let the people cail a public meeting 
in the city and unite every responsible man 
who is a ratepayer and employer, who be- 
lieves in religion and love of his fellow-man, 
and on behalf of Ulster, stamp this thing 
out once for all.” 


LET GOVERNMENT PAY 


The Corporation should not be asked to 
pay for these malicious injuries. They should 
tell the Government: “We will not pay this, 
because the Government is responsible for 
the things which happen.” If they took up a 
firm attitude in this and other matters they 
would not have education levies imposed 
upon them. If they had a dozen men like 
Alderman Duff, who was opposing the educa- 
tion levy and other imposts, they would have 
a city in which heroes could live. 

Councillor Cunningham said that there was 
not an Ulster Unionist in Belfast’ who did 
not. deplore the disturbances. He referred te 
the importation of persons into Belfast who 
He thought Alderman 
Pierce should be careful not to give the im 
pression that the people of Belfast - were 
content with what was going on. 

“ Alderman Pierce said that he never made 
any suca statement. 


‘*“ TIMPORTEES ” 

Councillor Agnew said that Councillor Cun- 
ningham, in his reference to ‘‘ importees,’’ 
was indulging in political cries, like a parrot. 
““I resent the statement,” Councillor Agnew 
continued, ‘‘ that the trouble in Belfast was 
caused by ‘‘importees’’ from other places. 
Whenever people who make such rash state- 
ments are asked where the ‘ importees ”’ 
came from, they eampot answer. es 

Councillor Hill said that every citizen 
deprecated and deplored those disturbances. 

Replying to the discussion, Alderman Doff 
said that the education levy demand was a

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THE GRILLER STRING 
OUARTET

The musical reeitals at the Roval Dublin 
Society's Hall, Ballsbridge, yesterday, were 
given by the Griller String Quartet (Sydney 
Griller Ist violin. Jack O’Brien 2nd violin, 
Philip Burton viola, and Colin’ Hampton 
‘cello), who played here last season. This 
quartet of young players have been winning 
golden opinions in Great Britain during the 
last two years or so. They all individually 
are very accomplished instrumentalists, but 
they have persistently turned down solo 
offers, preferring to work together as a team. 
And what an excelleat team they are was evi- 
dent. in their playing yesterday. One re- 
members quite freshly their previous ap- 


i pearance here, and the splendid balance they 


then had. In the intervening year their con- 
stant association has welded them into a still 
more complete harmonious whole, and their 
playing has about it a splendid unanimity of 
purpose. 

The very opening chords of the Haydn 
Quartet in C major (No. 1 of Op. 74), which 
was the first work they played yesterday, 
impressed the audience, It was beautifully 
rich and round, béautifully balanced, and at 
ence created the right atmosphere before the 
Quartet proceeded to work out the succeed- 
ing movements. In the development of the 
allegro one was impressed with the moderate 
pace set; there was no undue haste, and one 
eonld sit back and drink in the beauties of 
this-lovely work. It is one of the late works 
of Haydn, and is a splendid example of his 
lucidity of writing, with its tirmness of 
design and richness of development, with- 
out indulgence in meanmgless phrases. There 
was a positive delight in following his 
themes through the different instruments, 
and noting the artistic qualities of the 
plavers. One noted with commendation the 
lovely cantabile of the first violin, especially 
in the andantino movement, which was 
exquisitely played. The tempo of the minu- 
etto which followed was rather on the fast 
side, but it is marked allegretto. 

In sharp contrast to the lucid Haydn, they 
played Ravel’s Quartet in F major, one of 
the loveliest of modern works. Like most of 
Ravel’s compositions, it is glittering and 
startling. in its instrumentation, and the 
quick changing ideas are worked out in the 
most ingenious fashion. its high colours 
were well brought out by the players, who 
had plenty of scope to show their own tech- 
nical gifts. 

It was a relief to get back to the rich, 
solid music of Beethoven’s Quartet in F 
minor, Op. 95, and to appreciate once again 
how very effectively Beethoven could say the 
things he wished to say. There was a lovely 
rhythm in the allegro opening movement, 
and the play on the repeated descending runs 
in the ’cello was fascinating to follow. Very 
expressive, too, was the reading of the 
larghetto, with its rich chordings, whilst the 
finale was built up with splendid vitality. 
It was first-rate quartet playing, and it, en- 
hanced. greatly the reputation of this group.

Councillor Robert Hill (Independent 
Unionist), who raised the subject, moved the 
following motion :— oe 

‘That the Belfast County Borough Council, 
in view of the fact the Royal Commission on. 
the Coal Industry, 1925, defmitely agreed 
that: Local authorities shonld be empowered 
by legislation to engage in the retail sale of 
coal, and as this finding had been previously 
approved by the Commission of 1919; and, as 
the representative of the Coal Merchants’ 
Federation of Great Britain raised no objec- 
tion to the proposal or plan before the Royal 
Commission of 1925, but stressed .the proviso 
as to rates, and thought the retail merchants 
would have no difficulty in holding their own, 
do hereby, resolve that the necessary powers 
or legislation be sought to enable the munici- 
pality to engage in the retail sale of coal.” 

Councillor Hill, moving the adoption of the 
resolution, said that coal was raised by 8s. 
per ton at a time of the year when heat and 
warmth was necessary, and: during very 
severe weather, He submitted that the pre- 
sent prices were exorbitant, and he refused 
to accept the statement published in the 
press of the conference between the coal mer- 
chants and the Northern Minister of Com- 
merce, 


THE PROFIT 


If the merchants were making no profits, 
it would be easy to show what the cost of 
shipment and management was, and show 
where the profit was going. If the people 
were being exploited, so far as coal was con- 
cerned, some action must be taken to pro- 
tect the people. He never heard such bun- 
kum as the statement that there was a short- 
age of coal, at a time when thousands of 
miners were unemployed, when new coalfields 
were being developed, and when they had lost 
their foreign markets because these countries 
were being supplied by mines in their own 
countries. .Jf there was a shortage it was an 
artificial shortage created by a scare which 
cleared off six months’ supply from the quays 
in six weeks, but with the advantage to the 
owners that they got the higher prices. 

Councillor Cole (Unionist) seconded the 
motion. He considered that it would be ad- 
visable to set up a small committee to deal 
with the whole matter. 

Councillor Cunningham said that it had not 
heen shown that coal could be sold any 
cheaper by the Corporation. They had con- 
trol of the tramways, electricity and gas, but 
these were monopolies, whereas if the Cor- 
poration had to undertake the sale of coal 
they would have to compete with other mer- 
chants, 

Councillor Cole~It is no‘more Socialistic 
than the Transport Beard. 


A DANGEROUS TACK 


Proceeding, Councillor Cunningham. said 
that they were on a dangerous tack. They 
were going to have every retailer up against 
them for municipal trading: He would be 
glad if the coal merchants could sell their 
coal a little cheaper than they were doing. 
He believed that it could be done. 

Alderman Pierce said: that coal was im- 
ported by the manager of the Municipal Gas 
Works at prices ranging from 17s. 6d. to 
25s. 11d. per ton, while the same coal as 
sold in Belfast was delivered in a smal] sea- 
side port near Belfast at £1 pet ton less than 
the prices in the city... The ratepayers of 
Belfast were paving from 54s. to 56s, per ton 
for coal, ind he believed the Corporation 
could impért it, and sell it at 30s. per ton less 
and secure a profit. If that was socialism, 
then they were all socialistic. 

Councillor Collyer inquired if the Corpora- 
tion had not put up the price of coke since 
the price of coal was raised. i 

Alderman Pierce—That is right. They are 
taking advantage of the times, (Laughter.) 

As an amendment .Alderman McConnell 
moved that the subject of establishing coal 
dépóts be included among those matters that 
would be considered when the Corporation 
was promoting its next parliamentary aill. 

After further dis¢ussion the amendment was 
carried by twenty-one votes to twelve.

In the year 1935 there were 222 fatal road 
traffic. accidents, .resulting .in, the death of 
226 persons, whilst) no less than 5,817 per- 
sons were injured in “accidents® which, all 
teld, numbered 3,599. 

These figures show a considerable increase 


| on those of 1934, when.the number .of people 


killed in ‘aceidents: was 191 and the nuni- 
ber injured 3,330, whilst the number of such 
accidents increased to 4,043, compared with 
3,521° in 1934. |

A DANGEROUS AGE 


Of the people who lost their lives during 
the fast year in such accidents, 168 were 
males’ and 58 females, and it was of interest 
to note that the highest percentage of deaths 
was of be between 20 and 30 years of 
age. They formed 20.4 per cent. of the 
total.. “Persons between the age of 30 and 
40 killed numbered 14.6 per cent., and there 
was the same number of people over the 
age of 60 killed. The number of children 
under six years killed represented 11 per 
cent., those between 6 and 12 years 9.2 per 
cent., and those between 12 and 20 years 
7.9 per cent.—the lowest percentage in any 
decade. The age of the youngest victim 
was one year three months, and the age of 
the oldest 90 years. bos 

In all there were 8,989 accidents in the 
year 1955 in which vehicles, etc., were in- 
volved, of which 5,390 were accidents in 
which there was no personal injury. 

Of the total 3599 accidents resulting in 
deaths and injuries, motor ’buses and coaches 
were involved in 12 fatal, 14 in which there 
Was serious injury, and 138 in which the 
injury was trivial; whilst they were further 
involved in 198 accidents not resulting in 
personal ‘injury. i 

Electric tramis were involved in three fatal 
accidents, two with serious injury, 33 trivial 
injury, and 50 where there was no personal 
injury. Private cars were involved in 73 
fatal accidents, 169 of serious personal injury 
1,218 of trivial injury, and 2,584 without per. 
sonal injury, making a total of 4,044 accidents 
with private cars. | 

Motor solo machines were involved in six 
fatal accidents (without pillion passenger), 
five fatal accidents with pillion passenger, 
and one with side car, They were involved 
in 25 serious injury cases (without pillion 
passengers), seven serious injury (with pillion 
passenger) and two with side car. Of trivial 
injuries there were 107 cases without pillion 
passenger, 19 with pillion passenger, and 13 
with side-car. 

Motor bicycles, were involved. in 70 acci- 
dents where there was no personal injury 

Taxis and hatkneys were involved in 15 
fatal accidents, in 35 with serious injury, and 
117 trivial injury, whilst there were cases 
of accidents where no personal injury 


resulted. 


There were 42 fatal accidents in which motor 
Jorries, including’ steam lorries and road loco- 
motives; were involved, as well as 38 cases of 
serious injury, and 245 cases of trivial in- 
juries where these vehicles were concerned, 
whilst there weve 776 cases in which accidents 
did not cause personal injury. 

Motor vans and light commercial vehicles 
were involved in eight fatal accidents, 34 
cases of serious injury, and 158 of trivial in- 
jary, whilst they were involved in a further 
416 accidents where no one was injured. 


HORSE-DRAWN VEHICLES 


There were 20 fatal accidents in which horses 
and horse-drawn vehicles were concerned, as 
well as 33 cases of ‘serious injury, and 147 
cases of trivial injury, whilst there were 408 
cases 1 which no one was injured. 

Pedal cycles were involved m 37 fatal acci- 

dents, in 94 cases of serious injury, and 729 
cases of trivial injury, whilst they were in- 
volved in 604 further accidents where no one 
was injured, 
\Of the total 226 persons killed 92 were 
pedestrians, of whom 32 were killed by 
private motor cars, 20 by motor lorries, etc., 
nine. by motor “buses and coaches, nine by 
bicycles, eight by taxis, and six by motor 
vans. 

It is a point to be noted that as many 
pedestrians were killed by pedal bicycles .as 
by motor ’buses and coaches, and that pedal 
cycles killed more pedestrians than taxis and 
hackneys, or than motor vans and commercial 
vehicles. 

Of 3,817 people injured 1,217 were pedes- 
trians. 618. of whom were injured by private 
cars, 143 by pedal cycles, 89 by motor vans 
and commercial vehicles, 115 by motor 
lorries, 58 by motor cycles, 55 by motor "buses 
or coaches, 71 by taxis and: hackneys. There 
were 39 pedal cyclists killed, and 764 injured. 
Of this latter number 229 were cases in which 
the accident was attributed to the cyclist. 

The returns contain an exhausive analysis 
of the ‘cause of traffic accidents during the 
year, and reveal that in the case of mechani- 
cally propelled vehicles in a total of 5,944 
accidents the driver in 1,070 instances failed 
to exercise proper care at crossing or road 
junction. There were 770 accidents through 
improper overtaking, cutting in and out, and 
421 cases of excessive speed. 

There were 796 cases of inattention, or 
confusion, or lack of judgment; 327 Cases of 
driving on the wrong side, and 127 accidents 
through ‘cutting corners, 

In 146° cases, accidents, two of them fatal, 
were caused by reversing negligently. In 45 
cases the accident was caused by the driver 
being drunk.

A resolution protesting agaimst the granting | 


of a monopoly by the Imperial Government to 
Imperial Airways for the carrying of mails 
between Great Britain’ and America was 
passed by the Londonderry Chamber of Com- 
merce to-day. : ; 

Major J. Colhoun, M.C., President oí the 
Chamber, ,whopresided, said: that the Irish 
Transatlantic ‘Corporation had selected sites 


.on Lough Foyle and on the shore adjacent to 


Limavady Junction for a seaplane base and 
airport in connection. with their scheme for 
the inauguration of a Transatlantic air service 
between Londonderry and Sydney, Nova 
Scotia. . For it to have any reasonable chance 
of success, however, it was felt that the com- 
pany should have an opportunity of contract- 
ing for the carriage of mails. When the 
scheme was well advanced a conference of 
delegates representing the British, Free State, 
Canadian and Newfoundland Governments, as 
well as the Imperial Airways, was held at 
Washington, and it seemed that the outcome 
of this had been a decision, the effect of which 
had been to give the monopoly to the Imperial 
Airways in connection with the carriage of 
mails. ' 
the hopes and expectations oí the Irish Trans- 
atlantic Corporation, who were looking 
forward to a chance of competing for the 
contract for the carriage of mails. The Im- 
perial Airways had selected as their base a 
site at Foynes, in the Free State. The action 
of the Imperial Government in giving the 
monopoly of the mails contract to the Im- 
perial Airways was being challenged by other 
air service companies, and he understood that 
the question of the granting of the monopoly 
of the mails contract to the Imperial Airways 
was to be raised at an early date in the House 
of Commons at Westminster, and he felt that 
it was the duty of the members of that 
Chamber to do all in their power to back up 
that challenge, so that the trish Transatlantic 
Corporation might be strengthened in their 
reasonable and legitimate claim to the right 
to tender in open competition for the air mail 
contract, or a portion of it. 

He proposed a resolution ‘protesting against 
the monopoly. 

Mr. John McVeigh, J.P., seconding, said 
that the monopoly cut at Londonderry’s 
chance of becoming a Transatlantic airport. 
These monopolies were entirely against the 
best interests of the public, and did not lend 
to economy In any service, He saw no reason 
why the contract should not be open to tender 
from other air services. 


The resolution was passéd. 


INDIA’S ATTITUDE 
TO FREEDOM

MR. BOSE'S VIEWS

Subhas Chandra Bose, a former Mavor of 
Calcutta, who has been refused admittance 
to England, was the chief guest at a recep- 
tion held last night in the Broadway Soda 
Fountain, Dublin, by the Indian-Irish Inde- 
pendence League. - 

Mr, Bose was introduced by Madame Maud 
Gonne MacBride, President of the League, 
who mentioned the work that Mr. Bose had 
done. for Indian independence, and recalled 
the visit of the late Mr, Patel. who founded 
the Indian-Irish Independence League. 

Mr. Bose gave a general outline of the 
conditions prevailing in India at the present 
day, and said that every movement started 
in Ireland for the past forty years had 
interested Indians. Though the strict censor- 
ship of the Government in India kept them 
from getting many books on the Irish 
struggle what they had been able to get had 
been passed on from hand to hand, and thus 
had a great cireulation.. Many books were 
banned, and terms of imprisonment could be 
given to’ anyone found in the possession of 
one of them. The country’ as a whole had 
been. influenced by Ireland's fight for inde- 
pendence, and Mr. Patel had realised the im- 
portance of maintaining Irish-Indian connec- 
tions. i 

He himself had not been allowed to go to 
England, and, therefore, the only possibility 
of his coming to Dublin was through the 
good-will of the Free State Government, and 
he wished to express his gratitude for being 
allowed to come there in spite of the ban on 
him in England. 

Speaking of the national movement in 
India, he said that the belief that India had 
gone to sleep was a mistaken one. In India 
they were at present passing through a 
period of political depression. It had been 
found that the movement of passive 
resistance or civil disobedience had failed to 
bring the Government to terms, and they 
had decided to put the nationalist house in 
order and to prepare for another upheaval. 
The introduction of the new Constitution 
would probably be the starting point of a 
national resurgence. 

Mentioning Mahatma Gandhi, he said that 
there was little news of him outside India, 
but his health was as well as could be ex- 
pected, and he was carrying on a good deal 
of social and economic work, mainly in the 
villages. It was entirely wrong to say that 
Gandhi had lost his influence. He was still 
in touch closely with his party, and the 
people still expected. him to lead another 
movement against the British Government. 

The possibilities of a settlement in India 
were nil, except on the basis of Indian in- 
dependence, They had nothing in common 
with Britain, and they could never forget 
that they had been treated for a century and 
a half like something less than beasts. The 
new Constitution embodied a system of 
voting called the ‘‘ separate electorate,” by 
which voters could only vote for one of 
their own religion. If one generation was 
content to accept anything more than com- 
plete independence, there would arise another 
generation which would repudiate the com- 
promise. The struggle would go on until 
India was free,

WEATHER AFFECTS 
BRITISH LABOUR 


INCREASE OF 291,000 IN 
UNEMPLOYED

Severe weather conditions early this year 
had a marked effect on employment in Great 
Britain. According to a return issued last 
bight by the Ministry of Labour, it was 
estimated that at January 20 there were 
approximately 10,349,000 insured persons 
between 16 and 64 m employment in Great 
Britain. This was 250,000 fewer than at 
December 16, .1935, but 282,000 more than 
at January 28, 1935. 

The numbers of unemployed persons on the 
registers on January 20 were 1,732,503 wholly 
unemployed, 345,117 temporarily stopped, and 
82,102 normally in casual employment—a 
total of 2,159,722. This represented 291,157 
more than at December 16 last, but 165,651 
fewer than at January 28, 1935. i 

The latest total comprised 1,696,943 men, 
73, 7 boys, 318,548 women, and 68,091 girls. 

ee (sharp decline in employment normally 
occurs in January, in many industries, owing 
to a temporary slackening of activity atter 
Christmas,” savs the retuen. ‘The effects 
of this seasonal decline were greatly accen- 
tuated at January 20 by the severe weather 
conditions, which had for some days been 
adversely affecting outdoor employment. The 


| normal increase in the numbers unemploved 


in January as compared with December was 
accentuated by the unfavourable weather and. 
by the registration of a large number of 
juveniles who had reachea the school-leaying 
age at the end of the December term.” 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


In Northern ireland, since the 16th of 
December, 1938, there has been the usual 
seasonal decline in employment in the 
principal trade groups, with the exception of 
the linen industry, which shows a slight 
improvement over last month. 

The estimated number of persons aged 16 
to 64 in employment insurable under the 
Unemployment Insurance Acts is about 
5,750 less than a month ago, but about 9,700 
more than twelve months ago. The compara. 
tive figures are:—28th January, 1935, 
185,500; 16th December, 1935, 200,950; 20th 
January, 1936, 195,200. 

There were 2,460 vacancies filled through 
the medium of the employment exchanges in 
the course of the month, and during the past 
twelve months the total number of vacancies 
so filled was 20,3507. 

As compared with the figures on 16th 
December, 1935. there has been an increase 
of 4,197 men and bovs, and 1,768 women and 
girls registered for work. The total number 
of persons registered, including 1,015 “ag 
and girls between the ages of 14 and 16, 
70.239. The number registered also com: 
prises 8.631 persons temporarily stopped or 
who follow casual employment, and approxi- 
mately 22,200 who have been registered. as 
unemployed for less than three months.

The “Popular” 8 horse power Ford 
needs very little introduction to the public 
in the Irish Free State.

tice, the cylinder head being detachable, 
while the cylinders are cast integrally 
with the upper half of the crankcase.

Combined with the 
unusually large diameter of the crank 
shaft, this provides for smooth running 
and freédom from vibration and wear. A 
contribution towards simplicity of control 
is provided by the synchronised gearbox.

The latest De Luxe 10 h.p. S.E. Ford, priced at £180, provides more 


leg-room for all occupants by the lengthening and widening of the

FORD Y-8 (30 H.P.) 


Graceful lines distinguish the 1936 
model of the Ford V-8; they accentuate the 
length of the tar, and give it an imposing 
appearance. A longer hood is brought 
forward over the new radiator grille, and 
newly-designed fenders and wheels are 
fitted. 

Messrs. Henry Ford and Son do not 
make changes just for the sake of chang- 
ing—everything new must prove itself of 
value before it is built into the car. 

As the name V-8 indicates, this car has 
an eight-cylinder engine of the V type. 
Its R.A.C. rating is 30.01 h.p., and the 
developed brake horse-power at 3,700 
revolutions per minute is 88.5. Both 
cylinder banks, the exhaust passages and 
crankcase are cast in one piece to ensure 
rigidity. The cylinder walls are polished 
to mirror-like surfaces to reduce friction, 
while light-weight alloy pistons add to the 
performance of the engine, which has 
aluminium cylinder heads to provide 
increased power and economy with regular 
fuels. These heads also tend to prevent 
carbon formation, The floating type of 
connecting-rod- bearings used in this V-8 
engine are an exclusive Ford feature. 

Cradling all the passengers between the 
springs, which are 123 inches apart in the 
1936 model, is an established feature of 
the Ford V-8, and anyone who has made a 
journey in one of these cars appréciates 
what this means in increased comfort. 
The brakes, of the Ford Super-safety type, 
require only slight pressure on the pedal 
to exert their fullest power, and the brake 
drums have large cooling ribs to prevent 
over-heating. Brake rods are of solid steel. 
Another safety feature is the steel body, 


‘and drivers will find the 1936 model has 


easier steering. This has been obtained 
through using a 17-to-1 ratio and 
a longer steering spindle arm. The 


drag-link has now been made adjustable. 
Movement of the gear-shaft lever has been 
reduced, and its new position adds to the 


comfort of front-seat passengers, the 
second and high = speed gears are 


synchronised. 

Quietness in the V-8 is assured, not only 
by the smoothness of the engine, but by 
the use of sound-deadening materials on 
the floor, dash, door and body panels. The 
top speed is in the neighbourhood of 80 
miles per hour, and at this speed the car 
has remarkable road-holding properties. 

These cars are being shown at the 
Exhibition in a wide range of body-styles, 
and the principle prices are:—De Luxe 
Fordor, £240; Touring Fordor, £250. Thie 
tax in the Free State is £16. 


A * OTILITY CAR ” 


An innovation in the Ford range is the 
Utility Car,” which, like the V-8, has an 
eight-cylinder engine. It is designed 
especially for country house, estate and 
hotel use. It has comfortable seating 
accommodation for seven passengers, Or, 
when required, the rear seats can be 
removed, leaving plenty of space for 
luggage. Equipment and finish throygh- 
out are of the highest standard. The body 
is panelled in an attractive style and 
varnished in a natural wood finish. Safety 
glass is standard in the front doors and 
windscreen, and all the interior fittings 
are identical with those of the latest Ford 
passenger cars. Like the Ford V-8 car, 
the Ford “ Utilitv Car ” is powerful but 
economical, fast but safe, and high in 
performance, but low in cost. The car 
appears to be very suitable for shooting 
parties and for use of country clubs, 

This model is being put on the Irish 
Free State at £290, and at that price 
should prove an ‘attractive investment for 
hotel proprietors. 


LINCOLN * ZEPHYR ” 


The 12-cylinder Lincoln ‘‘ Zephyr,’’ the 
product. of the combined Ford-I.incoln re: 


sources and experience, is something new 
in cars for the Irish Free State, with a 
rated horse-power of 56.5, and developing 
110 brake horse-power, with its cylinders 
in two banks, similar to the V-8. 

It has graceful, flowing lines, and an 
unusually low centre of gravity. The 
spare wheel is concedled by the rear 
panel, and a large luggage compartment 
is provided. Passengers step directly 
from the floor of the car to the kerb. 

For anyone seeking a really high- 
powered car, pleasing to look at, the Lin- 
coln ‘‘ Zephyr,’’ which holds the centre of 
the '“ stage’’ at the Mansion House, has 
a definite appeal. 


COMMERCIAL VEHICLES 


When one goes to the Mansion House it 
is difficult to appreciate the wide range of 
models on show. So much seems to have 
been put in to a very little space. To get 
an appreciation of the size of the Ford 
range, however, I would suggest that you 
follow the practice which I adopted. I 
asked myself if there was a vehicle for 
every purpose, and, to my surprise, I 
could not find any purpose for which a 
Ford vehicle, of one kind or another, was 
not suitable. 

Ploughing, for example, can be done 
with the agricultural tractor, which will 
also provide you with cheap power for 
mowers and binders. : 

But the practice of examining the lead- 
ing -models, as in the private car range, 
is probably the best for our present pur- 
pose. 

The 5-cwt. van, at its newly reduced 
price of £130, is surprisingly economical 
on light delivery work, and has already 
found a wide market. At the Exhibition 
it is shown in a number of effective styles. 

Throughout the range of Ford com- 
mercial vehicles, with the exception. of 
the 5-cwt. van, 8-cylinder power units are 
used. These vehicles include: the Ford 
15-cwt. van, double-duty normal control 
trucks, 2-ton forward control truck, and 
the Ford-Surrey 6-wheeler for 4-ton pay- 
loads. 

The 8-cylinder engine has already 
proved its worth in the commercial trans- 
port field, and its adoption throughout 
the range is a logical development. Its 
generous power and the distinctive 8- 
cylinder torque mean efficient work with 
a maximum of running in the higher 
gears, which also results in operating 
economy and reliability. 

The new Ford 8-cylinder 15-cwt. van 
has a very large capacity (nearly 120 
cubic feet), and its smart appearance, 


coupled with the scope it offers for effec- 
tive body-painting, will make a strong 
appeal to commercial users. 

The 2-tonners, both normal and forward 


control,. are intended for what is known | 


as ‘‘double duty’’; in other words, they 
combine plenty of power for hauling heavy 
loads with high road speed and nimbleness 
in traffic. ‘lhe trucks possess strength to 
stand up to the punishment of roads and 
loads, but this strength is designed in 
such a manner as not to add dead weight 
to hamper performance and run up the 
operating costs. 

Here are a few figures from a road test 
on an 8-cylinder forward control 2-ton 
Ford truck over a mountainous route in 
the English Midlands. The pay-load on 
this occasion was 2 tons 2 cwt.

Exceptional provision for long and 
roomy bodywork is a feature of the Ford- 
Surrey six-wheeler, while its sturdy, but 
light-weight, construction is a big advan- 
tage under present-day operating condi- 
tions. Special displays of modern 
body-finishing schemes at the Mansion 
House illustrate the publicity opportuni- 
ties which are provided by modern com- 
mercial vehicles. 


THE FORD TUG 


In the Tug, Messrs. Henry Ford and 
Son, Ltd., have introduced an entirely new 
transport unit with the special advantage 
of manoeuvrability. .It is a three-wheeled 
unit, with a turning circle of 16 feet, or, 
with a standard trailer, 21 feet. This 
small radius makes it of special use for 
handling loads in railway dépéts, docks, 
factory sidings, and even for internal 
transport in works and warehouses. 

A pay-load# of two tons can be handled 
at a low cost, and the Tug is of special 


value for’ relatively short distance 
road hauls, particularly in crowded 
districts. A big advantage of such a 


vehicle, which is a smart-looking unit, is 
that it eliminates much idle time. Trailers 
can be quickly coupled and uncoupled, and 
while a loaded trailer is being hauled a 
second can be in course of leading. 


TRACTORS 


For ‘really heavy work the Fordson 
industrial tractor provides cheap power (as 
low as lád. per ton mile). It is a four- 
cylinder vehicle, with a piston displace- 
ment of 267 cubic inches. With 36-inch 
pneumatic tyres, it has a high-gear speed 
of 10.98 m.p.h., or, with 40-inch solid 
get. the speed in the same gear’ is 11.40 
m.p.h. 

Agricultural tractors, with spade lugs 
and with cleats, are on show, and these 
provide the ideal power units for use on 
the farm. The latest models have improved 
steering gear, an improved clutch, and an 
improved seating position for the driver, 
which enables easier handling of agricul. 
tural implements.
